of the .scalps taken by the party but of 
those taken by- tho principal actor, Son 
of the Stars, closing with a contest 
in which he, himself was wounded and 
his horse killed. 
During the six years 
he captured 72 horses and took a num­ 
ber of scalps. 
The drawings are rude 
but ingenious. The robe is also orna- 
tnented with porcupine quill work in 
various colors, and hanging to it are 
locks of hair from the scalps taken by 
Son of the Stars.

Friday night last Con. Lowry was

Jam es Poster, 
Both

been drinking ; Lowry wa.s intoxicated, 
Fosteit was not.

they were treated by the owners of the 
place where Lowry was sh o t- no matter.

Thus Foster was 
m aterially aided in hi.s escape. 
Tire ex­ 
cuse for this interference wa.s that the 
Sheriff had no w arrant, hut in such 
cases none is needed nor was any needed 
to arrest tho parties who interfered. 
If 
* man may be arrested on .suspicion 
w ithout w arrant certainly those known 
to be’ guilty can be arrested, and no man, 
no m atter who he is or what his circum­ 
stances should be allowed, for one mo 
ment, to interfere. Tho good citizens of 
this place should organize, call them vigi- 
ianters if you wish, and when crime of 
the nature of that cf Friday evening is 
committed, be I’eady to see the laws cn 
forced. 
If the peace officers are not 
ready to co-operate with them, let them 
take tho m atter in their own hands and 
whatever the public interests seem 
to demand. 
They should not w ait until 
the country is overrun with desperadoes, 
but take immediate measures for pro­ 
tection. 
This is the first affair of thi.s 
kind th at has occurred and it should be 
theylast- if another occurs vengeance, 
filtre Sfid sudden, should follow. 
Action 
should not be taken on mere suspicion, 
but thelhresof innoccntand unoffending 
citizens should be protected, and men 
who have no respect for jaw .should be 
taught its power. 
No, this is not the first assault. John 
Caveriy, a villainous upstart, who has 
the making of a desperado of the first 
water, were he not a contemptible cow- 
n-rd, not long ago attacked an unoffend­ 
ing citizen with revolver in one hand 
and a hammer in I’ae other, wounding 
him fearfully, all becau.se he would not 
decide a trifling bet of three dollars in 
bis favor and give up tho stakes before 
the other party in interest conceded 
ih at he had lost. 


Nor is this alL But laat w inter a wo­ 
man was shot and severely wounded, 
growing out-of a trifling law suit, and 
only last week an attorney was attacked 
though not w ith revolver, by a man 
whom he had beaten in a lawsuit. Aside 
from these there has been no cause for 
complaint, and the last is the only really 
Befious affair, but worse may come and 
the w orst should be provided for. 
Ev- 
very citizen who bwns or hopes to own 
a foot of real estate in Bismarck, or is 
doing business of any kind hero, is inter­ 
ested in preserving Isw and order. This 
fs true even of the men at whose places 
these affairs occur, and the wonder is that 
•n y should so far forget their true inter­ 
ests, as to for a moment place themselves 
in tho position of an accessory in crime. 
Organize for protection, and woe be to 
those who 
murder 
or 
d:\ro 
inter­ 
fere in the behalf of crime when laws 
Arc being enforced. 


There are those who w ill justify Mr. 
®08ter in this m atter and perhaps a 
court might acquit him ; but what has 
been said is meant more for the future 
and is only called out by this the first 
eerious affray we bavo had. 
There are some, too, who would de­ 
fend tho most cold blooded murderer, 
and nothing can be more cold blooded 
than crazing am an with whiskey and 
then shooting him because he makes a 
disturbance. This has been done in other 
towns. 


THE OUTRAOSil REDMAN. 
About eighteen yoar.s ago the Arrjck- 
arces, Gros Ventres and Mandan In ­ 
dians, with other tribes, joined in a 
treaty since when they have beon firm 
friends of the whites and have at all 
times been ready to shed their blood in 
their interests. 
They are a brave and 
.athletic people, the Gros Ventres being 
particularly preposessing in their ap­ 
pearance, their French name indicating 
the big bellied, their Indian name, fino 
dressed. 
Tho Arrackarees are noted 
fur their deeds of valor and known as 
the Primitive people and tho Mandans 
as “ tho.se who live on tho bluffs.” 
The 
Maudans were hardy and intelligent and 
to day many evidences of their skill may 
he seen on every hand. 
They lived on 
the bluffs of the Missouri River and tho 
ancient fortification, mentioned in the 
first issue of the T ribuke, wa.s once a 
fortified Mand.an village. 
In times past, though speaking differ­ 
ent languages, these tribes have been al­ 
lies and at the time of the treaty al­ 
luded to were so strong that the Sioux, 
now numbering almost ten to one, lived 
in mortal fear of them. 
They dared 
not leave their lodges lest the allies 
should attack them, carry off their stock 
and lay waste their villages. 
But war, 
pestilence and famine have dccin ated 
this once proud and pro.sperous people 
and the throe tribes now number not 
more th.an twelve hundred. 
They quit 
the war path and devoting themselves to 
the chase, tho Sioux, ever wily and 
treacherous, have taken advantage of 
them plundering them of their stock and 
murdering their women and children. 
The small pox, too, came and before its 
ravages they fell like grass before the 
sickle. 
Reduced to a state of entire de- 
perdcnco on the Government, rascally 
.agents robbed them of large portions 
of their goods, cheated in tho quality 
furnished, and in some instances even 
the grain raised at their expense, on 
their reservations, has been .stolen and 
sold to them at exorbitant prices and 
to-day, though treated better than here­ 
tofore, they arc broken in spirit,dejected 
and nearly starved. 
Only a few weeks 
since the w riter saw a squaw whose face 
was wrinkled with age and whose hair 
was grey and thin 
picking tho meat 
from a hone which had for a week or 
more Irán in the vicinity of this office 
rejected by the dogs, even. 
They want to see their great father 
in Wa^h ington and lay their grievances 
before him. 
Tell him of their destitute 
condition and show him that while their 
agents have become rich, fat and jolly 
¡they have grown poor, lean and dejected. 
They sought tho desired interview 
through Gen. Hancock and believed if 
they could seo tho face of their great 
father and hear his voice, justice would 
be done them, hut Mr. Sm ith, of whom 
they had never heard, came and told 
them 
was their great father. This 
they could not accept and as he came de­ 
termined to remove them and they to 
see the President nothing satisfactory 
was accomplished. 
Smith was unneces- 
sarially severe and short with them and 
did not succeed in gaining their confi­ 
dence or respect. 
If their atttem pted removal is in their 
interest why not concede them every­ 
thing w ithin reason to convince them of 
that fact. 
Smith was willing to lot them 
go to W ashington provided they would 
send a delegation to the Indian T erri­ 
tory first promising to remove there. 
They were willing to send the delega­ 
tion and consider tho removal if they 
could first go to W ashington. 
So the 
council, reported in full last week, ended 
and the Indians returned to their reser­ 
vation, no better contented than before 
and Smith returned to W ashington 
seeking other tribes to civilize.

By reference to a map of the country 
it will bo seen that tho location selected 
is at the head of deep water on Com­ 
mencement Bay, south of the present 
town of Tacoma and combines more ad­ 
vantages for a great commercial city, 
destined to represent and become a great 
emporium of trade, beyond any other 
m art on the Pacific coast, and we sin­ 
cerely feel assured is to become the sec­ 
ond city of the New W orld! 
As an earnest of the faith resposed in 
the location, we hear that material for a 
$25,000 printing office is beingpreparcd 
to be shipped at once to Tacoma—to in­ 
clude newspaper, job printing andbook- 
bindery. 
PACIFIC DIVISION. 
The following from the Olympia Tran­ 
script’ of last Saturday (12th inst.) is 
the latest news from “ The Front” ; 
*^he terminus question has brought 
the railroad work on Montgomery’s 
forty-mile 
contract to a stand-still. 
x\bout a week ago, orders were given 
along the northern end. of the line to 
discontinue work for ten days. 
Con­ 
sequently, all work north of Clover 
creek (ten or twelve miles beyond Nis- 
qually river, a little northeast of Steila- 
coom) ceased, the 
choppers (under 
Méssrs. Hawk & Manning) having near­ 
ly reached Puyallup. 
On Messrs. Stone 
& Davis’ sawmill, which had been trans­ 
ported on wagons from Tenino to Puy­ 
allup, a distance of thirty-eight miles, 
and had ju st arrived and was being put 
jp , was stopped completion. 
On Thursday last, Camp eight, four 
miles north of Niqually river, received 
orders also to stop grading. 
None of 
the forces on the road have been.dis­ 
charged, hut are awaiting orders to 
work. 
Grading has been done for about 
fourteen miles north of the Nisqully 
river, and finished with the exception of 
a few holes beyond the river. 
Several surveying parties have been 
engaged during the past week in running 
lines from tho north end of the road 
toward the Sound ; and on Thursday, a 
surveying part]' left Camp eight for s<ált 
water, hut whether for Stcilacoom or 
Tacoma, is not known. 
On Monday, Judge Bice, Capt Ains­ 
worth, Gen. Sprague, Messrs. Montgom­ 
ery, Stevens, ll.allett and other railroad 
men, left Tenino and passed through 
Yelm Prairie, and over the road 
to 
Tacoma, -where they were on last Thurs­ 
day.” 
The above indicates a change of the 
located line by a divergence (most like­ 
ly) westward, which leads tow’ards Ta­ 
coma. 
Telegraph material for the construc­ 
tion of the railroad line from Tenino to 
the Terminus, arrived hero last week ; 
shipment of eleven tons of wire, etc., 
was received on Friday last, which is to 
forwarded to the front -when required. 
Tt belong to the W. Union Telegraph 
Company. 
Track-laying commenced this week 
on the extension from Tenino northward 
toward DesChuttes river. 
The construction-locomotive Otter 
Tail is now in the machine-shop under­ 
going a thorough overhaul under tho su­ 
pervision of Gen. Foreman Curtis, who 
recently turned out the Minnetonka “as 
good as new.” 
Along tho whole line to Tenino, eveiy 
detail is proceeding in successful rout­ 
ine, w ithout anything occurring worth 
rem ark, under the supervision of road 
and trainm aster II. C. Hale. 
Thus the good work goes on despite 
all Hie calumniate hurled at this gigan­ 
tic work.
